MANILA FAIRLY HEALTHY. 


"Manila is a fairly healthy city, but in 


the rainy season, which begins the latter 
part of this month, conditions will not be 
so favorable. 
The season usually .lasts 


from April until November, cfurlng which 
time seventy or eighty inches of rain falls, 
Last year the season was even longer. 
We. tvere hampered in our efforts to keep 
the city clean by the scarcity of wagonb, 
carts and horses. The garbage is collect- 
ed In carts and clumped Into barges here 
and there in the network of canals in the 
city, and then towed out Into the bay by 
small tugs. It is difficult to keep the city 
in g-ood condition at best, and during the 
rainy season it will be even worse.

There 
are no roads to speak of and these wl!

keley slept on its arms last night. Never 
in the memory of any of the collegians 
has there been such a turmoil- of ex- 
citement, and more trouble is looked for 
—even hoped for. 
Vrr.en, at 2 o'clock 


Monday morning a mob of eighty enraged 
Stanfordites surrounded and stormed the 
Chi Phi house, such secrecy was main- 
tained by them that before the startled 
fraternity boys could summon help, they 
were completely in the enemy's hands, 
and were forced to submit to a fruitless 
search for the coveted ax. Tne men from 
Stanford went away discomfited, promis- 
ing to come again. 
It was last night 


that they were expected. 


Late yesterday afternoon Louis Eaton, 


a TJ. C. man, on his return from San 
Francisco, said that thu city was 
full 


of Stanford students, many of whom he 
knew and recognized. 
He estimated the 


number at at least ICO. The report quick- 
ly spread over the college town, and im- 
mediate prepr 
expected night attack. 
Word was sent 


to all of the fraternity houses and stu- 
dents' boarding clubs to be ready to res- 
por.d to a signal any hour of the night. 
Especially was the Chi Phi house, the 
object of attack on the preceding night, 


I heavily guarded

members. 
Scouts were set at every sta- 


tion of the local broad guage, and along 
the tracks of the electric car lines, to 
spread the alarm on the1 approach of thc- 
Invaders. Men were even sent to watch 
San Francisco and especially the down- 
town district and the ferry house.

the first appearance of the enemy tho 
five siren on the Mechanics building In 
tho college grounds was to be blown, a 
signal which could be heard all over Ber- 
keley, and all of the students were to 
assemble at the back stop on the cam- 
pus ,to proceed from that point against 
the Stanford men.
